He  will  be 
required  to  give  his  age,  classifica¬ 
tion,  any  preferences  in  social  ac¬ 
tivity  and  his  hobbies. 

Consult  School  Records 
Following  this  interview,  the 
the  clinic  will  consult  the  appli¬ 
cant’s  personnel  card  for  informa¬ 
tion  on  his  previous  school  experi¬ 
ences.  After  these  specifications  are 
placed  on  record,  the  staff  of  the 
clinic  will  try  to  find  a  suitable 
dating  coihpanion  for  him. 

However,  if  ,the  selection  is  not 
suitable  to  either  of  the  two,  they 
may  refuse  the  date.  The  name  of 
the  applicant  is  automatically  put 
on  the  list  and  may  be  chosen  for

Mrs.  Isabella  Presbrey  and  Miss 
Genevieve  Walsh  are  the  other 
faculty  members  on  the  staff.  They 
intend  to  appoint  four  students  to 
help  them  in  their  work. 

This  new  school  seiwice  Was  es¬ 
tablished  in  keeping  with  the  grow¬ 
ing  trend  toward  improving  the 
high  school  students’  attitude.  Re- 
centely,  articles  have  been  printed 
in  leading  magazines  and  newspa¬ 
pers  which  demonstrate  the  import, 
ance  of  dating  in  the  teen-ager’s 
life.  A  su:rvey  has  showed  that 
those  who  went  out  regularly  gen¬ 
erally  had  higher  marks,  were 
more  compatible  with  their  teach¬ 
ers  and  class  mates  and  had  bet¬ 
ter  adjusted  personalities  than 
'those  who  did  not  take  part  in  so¬ 
cial  activities. 

Since  many  students  do  not  have 
the  opportunity  to  meet  each  other 
at  parties  or  dances,  the  faculty 
decided  that  they  would  take  ac¬ 
tion  on  the  matter  and  establish 
an  agency  wich  would  give  them 
the  chance  to  participate  in  typi¬ 
cal  high  school  affairs.

No  Home  Study  In  Fall 
For  EHS  Trial  Classes 

There  will  be  no  homework  for 
a  group  of  Eastsiders  who  will 
participate  in  an  experiment  to  be 
conducted  next  term  by  the  New 
Jersey  State  Board  of  Education. 

Approximately  100  students  will 
take  part  in  the  venture  which  will 
determine  whether  homework  is 
necessary  for  good  school  work. 

In  order  to  be  as  impartial  as 
possible  in  selecting  the  partici¬ 
pants,  the  following  method  will 
be  used.  Every  twenty-third  as¬ 
signment  3  card  will  be  marked 
with  an  “E”  and  those  who  receive 
the  marked  cards  will  be  chosen 
for  the  experiment. 

They  will  be  assigned  to  special 
classes  where  they  will  do  more 
classwork  than  usual  but  will  re¬ 
ceive  no  homework.  If  the  trial 
proves  it  is  unnecessary  to  give 
homework,  all  Eastsiders  will  be 
relieved  of  home  study  the  follow¬ 
ing  term. 


City  to  Add  Specialist 
To  EHS  Medical  Board 

In  keeping  with  Paterson’s  sys¬ 
tem  of  progressive  education. 
Principal  William  H.' Wilson  an¬ 
nounced  that  beginning  in  Sep¬ 
tember,  a  trained  pyschologist  will 
become  a  permanent  faculty  mem¬ 
ber  on  Eastside’s  staff. 

Although  no  one  has  been  chos¬ 
en  for  this  position,  applicants 
with  previous  experience  and  good 
background  education  are  being  in¬ 
terviewed  and  considered  by  the 
Board  of  Education. 

To  Supervise  Tests 

Duties  of  the  psychologist  will 
include  supervising  the  aptitude 
preference  and  personality  tests 
given  by  the  testing  office;  giving 
I.Q.  and  reading  tests  to  the  fresh¬ 
men  and  serving  as  a  program  ad¬ 
viser  to  aid  pupils  in  choosing 
their  courses. 

Consultant  to  Help  Students 

He  will  also  be  on  call  in  the 
nurse’s  office  to  interview  and  help 
maladjusted  students. 

The  decision,  to  obtain  a  psychol¬ 
ogist  was  made  by  the  Board  of 
Education  after  reports  of  the 
success  of  the  plan  in  other  cities 
which  employed  a  psychologist  in 
their  grammar  and  high  schools.

Ha-ving  concurred  that  Garret 
mountain  would  be  ideal  shelter 
in  the  ev^nt  of  an  air  attack  be¬ 
cause  of  its  non-industrial  loca¬ 
tion,  the  school  authorities  are  now 
aiTanging  for  a  mass  evacuation 
practice  for  the  schools  on  Wed¬ 
nesday. 

Garret  mountain  was  selected  be¬ 
cause  officials  believe  it  is  not 
strategically  located  and  is  less 
likely  to  be  hit  than  the  industrial 
area  surounding  the  school.  Since 
this  means  complete  evacuation, 
practice  will  be  needed.  Therefore 
a  “mass  evacuation”  has  been 
planned  to  start  during  first  pe¬ 
riod.

As  in  previous  drills 
all  orders  will  be  given  in  a  mili¬ 
tary  manner  to  prevent  panic. 

Students  to  Ride,  Walk 

There  ’will  be  busses  and  trucks 
ready  to  convey  the  students  to 
their  destination.  Everyone  except 
those  who  are  physically  unable, 
will  be  gi’ven  a  chance  to  walk  part 
of  the  way.  Arriving  at  the  moun¬ 
tain  the  students  -will  hear  Mayor 
Michael  U.  De  Vita  speak  on  pre¬ 
cautions  and  preventive  measures 
in  case  of  attack.  All  classes  will 
be  dismissed  for  the  remainder  of 
the  day.

Plan  to  Gomjnence 
Because  of  Poor  Grades 

Because  of  declining  grades  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  marking  period,  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  faculty  at  a  recent 
meeting  decided  to  pi'oceed  with  a 
new  educational  program  that 
will  begin  on  April  9. 

Homework  assignments  which 
are  too  often  ignored  by  the  stu¬ 
dents  will  now  be  checked  at  the 
beginning  of  each  period.  The 
contents  and  the  neatness  of  the 
assignment  will  be  considered  by 
the  teacher.  Pupils  having  two  or 
more  failures  on  their  report  card 
will  be  assigned  to  eighth  period 
detentions  everyday  until  their 
work  shows  steady  improvement. 

Plan  To  Discontinue  Clubs 
As  a  result  of  these  eighth  per¬ 
iod  detentions  and  drop  in  marks, 
the  faculty  feels  that  it  is  best  to 
discontinue  all  extra-curricular 
activities  until  further  notice.  Club 
advisers  have  already  been  notified 
to  abandon  all  plans  for  group  ac¬ 
tivities  such  as  speakers  and  field 
trips. 

May  Eliminate  Sports 
A  debate  is  now  in  progress  over 
the  elimination  of  Eastside  sports, 
which  include  football,  basketball 
and  baseball.  The  CRITERION 
has  assigned  a  reporter  to  let  the 
paper  know  immediately  the  re¬ 
sults  of  the  discussions  and  to  in-- 
form  the  students. 

Mr.  William  H.  Wilson,  princi¬ 
pal,  expressed  his  opinion  that  the 
school  is  playing  too  minor  a  role 
in  the  life  of  an  Eastsider  and 
that  too  much  importance  is  placed 
on  television,  movies  and  extra¬ 
curricular  programs  in  the  school. 

He  would  like  too  see  increased 
interest  in  school  work  and  home¬ 
work  and  less  time  spent  on  out¬ 
side  activities. 


short  the  election  program  that  is 
now  being  carried  on.

In  order  for  the  seniors  to  have 
the  opportunity  of  obtaining  rings, 
the  faculty  will  appoint  two  stu¬ 
dents  to  make  necessary  contacts 
for  the  purchase.  However,  the 
rings  will  not  be  distributed  until 
the  week  before  graduation  when 
the  class  will  be  finished  with  ex¬ 
aminations  and  ready  to  begin  re¬ 
hearsals  for  the  commencement 
exercises. 

May  Suspend  Year  Book 
It  has  not  yet  been  finally  de¬ 
cided  whether  publication  of  the 
Senior  Mirror  will  be  abandoned. 
The  latest  reports  were  that  the 
CRITERION  staff  members  will  do 
the  work  on  it  in  the  future. 

The  decision  for  this  ruling  was 
reached  since  school  officials  have 
viewed  Senior  Class  policies  with 
increasing  disfavor.  Besides  ob¬ 
jecting  to  the  over-ardent  cam¬ 
paign  methods,  they  feel  that  the 
students  are  not  considering  their 
choice  of  candidates  carefully 
enough,  as  has  been  proven  by 
past  elections  and  by  the  fact  that 
there  are  so  many  people  running 
for  each  office.  Also,  they  com¬ 
plained  that  there  is  too  much 
time  wasted  on  trivial  class  mat¬ 
ters.

Gentlemen: 

The  recent  ruling  regarding 
the  abolition  of  organization 
of  Senior  Classes  has  been  re¬ 
ceived  with  bitter  resentment 
upon  the  part  of  all  who  have 
been  informed  of  it.  The  CRI¬ 
TERION  staff  is  of  the  opin¬ 
ion  that  there  is  just  cause 
W  this  indignation  since  a 
great  privilege  has  been  taken 
away  from  the  student  body 
without  satisfactory  reasons. 

At  times,  the  campaigning 
has  been  too  extravagant. 
However,  it  never  has  reached 
any  proportions  as  to  warrant 
such  action.  Why  not  do  away 
with  just  this  portion  instead 
of  the  entire  program?  By 
cancelling  elections,  nothing 
but  the  animosity  of  the  stu¬ 
dents  can  be  gained  and  a 
gi’eat  deal  can  be  lost. 

In  class  organizations,  the 
students  have  an  opportunity 
to  show  their  responsibility, 
their  willingness  to  work, 
their  ability  to  get  along  with 
others  and  their  manner  of 
performing  their  duties  as 
citizens  —  if  not  of  a  nation, 
at  least  of  a  class.  This  is  a 
practical  education  which 
eventually  will  be  of  as  much 
benefit  as  anything  else  they 
learn  in  school.  All  this  will 
be  destroyed  by  refusing  to 
allow  class  members  to  meet. 

Also,  any  person  who  has 
successfully  met  the  require¬ 
ments  for  graduation  shoud 
have  the  pleasure  of  being 
able  to  attend  a  Prom.  Grad¬ 
uation  most  certainly  would 
not  seem  the  same  without 
this  added  attraction.  If  there 
were  no  class  officers,  cornmit- 
tees,  etc.,  the  whole  spirit  of 
being  a  senior  would  be  lost. 

For  these  reasons,  it  is  rec¬ 
ommended  that  the  matter  be 
reconsidered.  In  any  case, 
the  CRITERION  feels  that  it 
is  voicing  the  opinion  of  the 
entire  student  body  and  some 
of  the  faculty  when  it  voices 
its  opposition  to  the  idea.

Mr.  Weber  calls  this  new  ele¬ 
ment  “Eastsidium”,  primarily  be¬ 
cause  Eastside’s  chem  lab  was  giv¬ 
en  to  him  at  his  disposal  to  ex¬ 
periment  in  after  school  hours. 

The  element  emits  orange  and 
blue  rays.  It  is  very  chemically  ac¬ 
tive  and  sometimes  must  be  kept 
under  control  because  of  its  effer¬ 
vescence.  Until  now,  Eastsidium 
has  only  been  found  on  the  cam¬ 
pus  of  Eastside  high  school. 

Orange  and  Blue  Rays 
Mr.  Weber  has  worked  on  many 
scientifical  discoveries.  He  was  ac¬ 
tive  in  the  finding  of  Centrialium. 

At  the  present.  Mr.  Weber  is 
experimenting  on  the  theory  that 
Eastsidium  may  come  from  dis¬ 
integrating  tombstones.

Professor  Identifies  Egg 

The  club’s  co-advisers, .  Messrs. 
Paul  Stockard  and  Morris  Wald- 
stein  have  been  approached  by 
Profesor  Stephen  M.  Goldfine,  of 
the  New  York  Museum  of  Natural 
History,  who  has  offered  his  opin¬ 
ion  as  to  its  classification.

It  is  slightly  improbable  that  the 
egg  will  hatch  but  Professor  Gold- 
fine  stated  that,  “This  could  be  a 
milestone  in  the  history  of  arche¬ 
ology. 

Many  museums  in  the  country 
have  urged  Eastside  to  allow  exhi¬ 
bition  of  the  egg  but  the  science 
department  prefers  to  keep  it  here 
in  the  biology  lab  for  further  study 
by  the  students.

To  Arouse  Female  Sports  Interest

“Since  non-participation  in  interscholastic  sports'  has 
been  a  source  of  discontent  to  the  girls,  mixed  dosses  will  be 
held  starting  September,  1951,”  stated  Mr.  Robert  Dimond 
at  a  board  meeting  of  Eastside’s  physical  culture  instructors. 

He  went  on  to  explain  how  much  (sports)  interest  the  girls 
will  see  in  the  boys  and  this  en¬ 


thusiasm  can  readily  be  trans¬ 
ferred. 

It  is  the  general  belief  of  all 
the  instructors  that  this  is  the 
stimulus  needed  to  wake  girls 
to  the  fact  that  being  able  to  per¬ 
form  in  athletics  as  well  as  boys 
is  as  important  as  being  a  capable 
dancer. 

Sanctioned  by  Board  of  Education 

Before  this  experiment  could  be 
tried  out  in  Eastside,  it  had  to  be 
sanctioned  by  the  Board  of  Educa¬ 
tion  and  this  was  readily  passed, 
as  the  commision  itself  would  like 
to  see  the  effect  this  will  have  on 
girls’  sports.  Eastside  will  be  the 
first  school  in  the  New  Jersey  Edu¬ 
cational  system  to  try  it  out  and 
be  the  second  .school  on  the  entire 
east  coast.  This  idea  'was  origi¬ 
nated  in  a  high  school  in  Lowell, 
Massachusetts,  where  for  the  same 
reason,  lack  of  interest  in  girls’ 
sports,  this  system  was  tried  and 
found  to  be  an  immediate  success. 
If  this  is  as  successful  a  stimulus 
as  it  was  in  Lowell,  Eastside  will 
definitely  be  a  start  to  all  the  area 
schools  adopting  this  system. 


Former  Students  Interviewed 

Some  former  female  students  pf 
Eastside  were  interviewed  on  this 
and  they  told  of  previous  attempts 
by  some  of  the  more  active  in 
girls’  sports  on>how  they  wantea  a 
system  like  this  adopted  which  will 
wake  up  girls  to  the  fact  sports 
are  here  to  stay  and  beside  being 
healthful  can  be  fun. 

Possible  June  Trial 

In  June,  a  week  may  be  set  aside 
to  give  this  system  a  preliminary 
tryout  in  the  hope  that  Eastside  s 
students  will  see  the  advantages  of 
this  and  readily  accept  it  in  Sep¬ 
tember  when  it  will  officially  be 
inaugurated. 

The  classes  will  be  grouped  ac¬ 
cording  to  classifications  and  East- 
side’s  present  physical  educational 
department  will  decide  on  which 
teachers  shall  take  which  classes.

Sandy  Hill  Proposed  Site 
For  New  Sports  Stadium 

Construction  is  being  planned 
for  Eastsisde’s  new  high  school 
stadium  to  be  built  in  Sandy  Hill 
Park,  at  the  present  time. 

Various  building  companies  are 
sending  in  their  bids  to  the  com¬ 
mittee  in  charge  of  the  project. 
The  decision  will  be  m^de  in  the 
near  future  and  will  be  announced 
by  Mr.  David  Ross  head  of  the 
committee. 

It  is  to  be  modeled  after  the 
Clifton  high  school  stadium.  One 
of  the  main  features  of  the  new 
structure  will  be  a  dressing  room 
with  all  the  newest  modern  facili¬ 
ties.  It  will  also  house  two  re¬ 
freshment  stands  and  an  enclosed 
press  box  .  with  typewriters  al¬ 
ready  installed. 

The  majority  of  Eastside’s  sport¬ 
ing  events  will  be  held  there,  in¬ 
cluding  football,  baseball  on  the 
diamond  modeled  after  the  one  in 
the  Polo  Grounds,  and  a-  quarter- 
mile  track  which  will  be  used  by 
the  cindermen. 

This  is  the  first  time  in  the  his-  ' 
tory  of  Eastside  high  school  any 
such  building  project  has  been 
thought  of.  The  proposed  stadium 
is  estimated  to  cost  approximately 
three-quarter  million  dollars. 

It  has  not  yet  been  decided  what 
will  be  done  with  Baerule  stadium. 
But  it  has  been  suggested  that  it 
might  be  remodeled  and  made  over 
into  part  of  the  high  school  campus 
by  having  grass  and  trees  planted.  • 

Construction  is 'expected  to  be¬ 
gin  some  time  during  the  summer 
months  and  will  take  about  a  year 
and  a  half  to  complete. 

In  all  probability  the  project 
will  be  given  over  to  the  George 
Contruction  Company,  the  com¬ 
pany’s  work  is  known  the  state 
over.  One  of  their  greatest  mass¬ 
es  of  steel  and  concrete  is  known 
as  Eastside  Park. 

A  few  sidelights  on  the  stadium 
are;  in  honor  of  Eastside’s  Princi¬ 
pal  Wm.  H.  Wilson  the  entire  field 
will  be  covered  with  four  leaf  clov¬ 
ers. 

Also  the  front  seats  will  be 
placed  in  the  rear  for  those  who 
stand  up  in  front.
